JOE LEDLIE’S CREW. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicane Iribune. 
Srrinorie yp, III., Aug. 25.—The mase-meet- 
ing of straight Democrats, of Sangamon County, 
called by Judge Ledlie last night, met at 2 
o’clock this afternoon in the Hall of Representa- 
tives, old State-House. The attendance was 
thin, indeed, the bulk of the meeting be- 
— composed of delegates to the Convention of 
to-morrow. Among those present were Judge 
Ledlie. Ben. Singleton, Joseph Pullen, Judge 
Vanderveer, Col. Curran, Andre Matteson, A. C. 
Hesing, Hermann Raster, Gen. Hotchkiss, and 
some others of note. The meeting was called to 
order by some benevolent citizen, who nomi- 
nated Jndge Ledlie to the chair, which was 
agreed to. 
JUDGE LEDLIE OPENED THE PROCEEDINGS 
in a speech of some vehemence, in which he ex- 
plained the position of the Bourbon Democrats, 
stating that they were unwilling to bury their 
party for a mere matter of expediency. He ac- 
cused many Democrats of being afraid to declare 
their honest sentiments. They wished to find 
out on which side their bread was buttered, but 
there were plenty of Democrats who said to him 
that they would never again be sold by a party 
convention as they were iv 1872. He be 
lieved that there were plenty of Democrats 
in Ilunois who would not submit to the 
McCormick-Hesing ukase. He wanted to know 
who believed that the Convention called to meet 
in Springfield on Aug. 26 was a Democratic Con- 
vention? He ‘would tell them an anecdote: 
That morning bis old friend, Mr. Andre Matte- 
son, of Chicago, called into his office, and he 
(Judge Lediie) asked him: Do you call the 
Convention of to-morrow Democratic?” Mr. 
Matteson, replied: ‘‘ Not by a d—d sight.” 
E Well, he (Judge Ledlie) turned to 
r. Springer, candidate for Congress, and said : 
Here is Mr. Springer, who says it is to be Demo- 
cratic. Settle it between yourselves, gentlemen.

The General then proceeded to deal with the 
planks put forward by the Chicago call.

The chances are 
that on coming together to-morrow morning they 
will adjourn until the Opposition Ccnvention has 
concluded its sitting; then no doubt they will be 
heard froth again, pitching their song in the 
same old key.

THE COUNTY CONTRACTS. 

We resterday published the statement made 
by Mesers. Bogue and Clough to the Board of 
County Commissioners in which these gentle- 
men showed that the county had contracted 
with James Forsyth & Oo. for certain articles of 
groceries at certain prices; that the contractors 
had presented bills for articles furnished, and 
had been paid at prices ranging from 6 to 100 
per cent greater than the contract called for. 
We also published what purported to be an ex- 
planation by Mr. C. F. Periolat, which was 
based on what we supposed was a copy of the 
Since then, however, we have found 


in the published proceeding of the Board of 
County Commissioners for the December seasion, 


1878, page 54, the prices at which the contract to 
Forsyth & Co. was let. An examination of this 
paper shows that Messrs. Clough and Bogue were 
correct iu every particular in their table of prices 
paid and contract prices. Even in the matter of 
the corn-meal they were equally correct. Mr. Pe- 
riolat exhibited, it seems, his bid, and not the 


contract. The Commissioners selected from the 


enumerated articles iu his proposal a large num- 
ber, and awarded him the contract at prices 
placed on the record, and from which there can 
be no escape. Ia this list are three kinds of 
sugar and two kinds of tea, instead of nine of 
sagarand many of tea, as suggested by Mr. 
Periolat. These prices for tea, suxar, and corn- 
meal, as contracted for and as paid for, were as 
given by Mesars. Bogue and Clough as follows. 
We give but one purchase of each:

Buck tea, per pound.............-. 27 56 
Coffee sugar, A, per pound......... 10 70

There was but one kind of sugar furnished by 
the contractors, the common brown sugar de- 
cribed in the contract as Livingston sugar, 
O. For this 944 cents per pound was charged, 
and the quantity was large when the contract 
price was 6%c. In the matter of the tea, the 
case is too plain. The contract called for but 
two kinds; the bills show that pone but those 
two kinds were furoished, and, in both cases, 
the prices charged are double those in the con- 
tract. We hope that the Commissioners who 
have started out in this investigation will not 
abandon it until they have armved at the full 
measure of abuse that has been practiced. , 


THE QUESTION OF VERACITY. 

The inability of the generality of men accu- 
rately to weigh evidence, to sift it, or even to 
distinguish what is evidence from what is not, 
has received a striking illustration in the com- 
ments of the press and of the public on the 
Beecher-Tilton case. This inability is observa- 
ble not only in the illiterate and undisciplined, 
bat in those who have had alithe advantages of 
a liberal education. Some of the ablest and 
most respectable journalists in the country have 
laid themselves ‘open to this criticism. 
Thus the New York Tribune, commenting 
on Moulton’s statement, says: “The is- 
sue, then, is between the word of Mr. 
Beecher on the one hand, and the 
word of Mr. Moultom on the other.” Says the 
Springfield (Mass.) Republican: “ Looking at 
the teslimoay asa whole, it is not difficult to 
see that the entire case turns upon a question of 
veracity between Beecher and Moulton.” Now, 
the entire case does not, by any means, turn on 
a question of veracity between Moulton and 
Beecher. It turns on the interpretation of the 
written documents in the evidence—on the mean- 
ing to be put on Beecher’s own letters. Beecher 
and Moulton may be dropped out entirely, or, if 
retained in the case at all, greater weight should 
be attached to Moulton’s word than to Beecher’s, 
according to the best rules of evidence. By 
falsehood Beecher has everything to gain, Moul- 
ton nothing. By asserting his innocence, Beech- 
er saves, or endeavors to save, his honor, his 
good name, his influence, his position, his 
posthumous fame. By confessing him- 
self guilty, he would lose everything 


| worth preserving, reputation, poeition, wealth. 


The inducement to swear away his guilt is, in 
Beecher’s case, so great, the motives prompting 
him thereto so strang, that, to overcome them, 
he would have to be endowed with a moral 
strength almost superhuman, and which, if guilty, 
he could scarcely possess. Moulton's induce- 
ment to bear false witness is, on the otber hand, 
absolutely nothing at all. He bore no ill-feeling 
toward Beecher. He had, to the last, 
been friendly to him. He refused to speak 
with the scandal until 
Beecher told him to tell all he knew. 
Had he served Beecher by siding with him 
against Tilton, he would have been the partner 
of Beecher’s influence. Beecher would have said 
a thousand times over, as he had said once be- 
fore, that Moulton was the best friend God had 
ever sent him. He would have told him that to 
Moulton he owéd his all; his reputation when it 
was imperiled ; his position when he was hang- 
ing on the ‘rink of ruin. 80 far, therefore, as 
the question of veracity goes, Beecher’s word is, 
in this instance, where he has so much at stake, 
open to doubt rather than Mr. Moulton’s. But, 
leaving the word of these two gentlemen en- 
tirely out of the question, there remam the 
written documents. What do they all point 
to? Supposing that neither Beecher, nor 
Moulton, nor any other party, had uttered a sin- 
gle word concerning them, supposing they bad 
been discovered in a portfolio or found on the 
street, without one word of comment to explain 
their origin, what impression would they make 
on the mind of the reader? The finder woula 
discover in them the expression of a remorse 
terrible, deep-seated, heart-rending, despairing. 
And what would heinfer? That the writer had 
been guilty of some act involving the greatest 
moral turpitude, since only such a one could ac- 
count for the terrible despair and remorse ex- 
pressed in the letters. He would find, further, 
that Mr. Beecher was in the greatest anxiety lest 
the act which was the cause of his remorse should 
come to the knowledge of the public. From 
this he would infer that the act was one the very 
thought of which was shameful, aud that it was 
nota mere mistake of jadgment,—for no moral 
wrong attaches to a mistake of judgment, and 
no despair is felt on accountof it. That the 
wrong was connected in some way with Mrs. 
Tilton is also evident, for Beecher in bis letters 
refers to her by name in counection with his 
offense. Looking at Mra. Tilion’s letters of the 
same Gate ts those of Descher, we Aad that whe 


was misled bya good man. We find, too, that 
him to defend bimself from a charge of improper 
advances against every one but her husband. 
From all the documents, as they stand, the in- 
ference is almost irresistible that Beecher 
committed some grave moral wrong; 
that the wrong was one in which his relation 
with a married woman was involved; that it was 
„ shameful act, and not s mere mistake. And 
this conclusion ig reached without the aid of 
Beecher, or Tilton, or Moultoa, or anybody else. 
It is reached from the doouments brought to 
light in the investigation, They are witnesses 
which cannot lie. They are Beecher and Mrs. 
Tilton written. If Beecher is condemned, it 
will not be on Tilton's testimony, nor on Moul- 
ton’s, but on his own. The strongest wituess 
against Beeches is Beecher himself. 

| There is snother point which should be 
brought out in reference to these letters, or the 
documentary evidence in the case, and which we 
do not think has been made heretofore. Mr. 
Beecher, in his statement, says that be never 
heard of the charge of adultery until Mr. Tilton 
made it before the Committee. Up to that time 
he had understood the gravest charge to be that 
he had made improper advances to Mrs. Tiltou. 
He insists, however, that he was not guilty even 
of this, and his only offense against Mr. Tilton 
was io the advice he gave Mrs. Tilton to sep- 
arate from her husband. Is it not strange, 
then, that Mr. Beecher, in making Mr. Moulton 
the confidential repository of all his letters on 
the subject, should never have made the slight- 
est reference to the difference between his real 
offense and the offense charged upon bim by Til- 
ton? Is it not strange that in all the letters 
he wrote Moulton he should not have said in 
some one of them: Tes, I have done Tilton 2 
great wrong of which I now repent, and for 
which I implore his forgiveness. I did advise 
his wife to leave hum, and to that extent injured 
him. But he does me wrong when he charges 
me with having made improper advances to 
Elizabeth. That I never did.” 

Unless Mr. Beecher is to be treated as a being 
differently constituted from other men, the evi- 
dence in the case so far must be regarded in this 
light: (1) Beecher has every inducement to 
bear false witness and Moulton none; (2) set- 
ting aside both Beecher’s and Moulton’s state- 
ments, Mr. Beecher's letters remain; and (3) it 


is necessary that Mr. Beecher shall make an ex- 
planation ‘of these letters that will commend 
itself as reasonable to an intelligent jury. As 
the case now stands, it is not a mere question of 
veracity; and, if it were, the presumption would 
be unfavorable to Beecher as against Moulton. 


GOVERNMENT IN LOUISIANA. 

The recent duei in Louisiana between Dr. 
Charles Gray and Mr. D. J. Richards. in which 
both parties were killed, had its origin in a fierce 
quarrel in a Republican caucus. Both of the 
men were leading Republicans; Gray was & 
member of the Legislature and Richards a Depu- 
ty Sheriff. The disputations in the Republican 
party at New Orleans have become so violent 
that it is more than lhkely*there will be more 
shooting before thé election. 

The night before the recent State Convention, 
a caucus of Pinchback’s friends was held in the 
colored Baptist Church. Pinchback made a 
furious sveech, denouncing Gov. Kellogg in the 
severest terms. In the height of the excite- 
ment Kellogg and some friends entered the hall. 
He immediately got the floor. From the debate 
that followed we take the following extracts as 


we find them reported in a New York paper : 

Gor. Kellogg—Hearing my Administration was at- 
tacked., I have come here as your Governor to render 
an account of my stewardship. If there be any man 
here who can say aught against me personally or as 
Executive, let him appear, for I throw dowa the 
gauntlet. 

Pinchback—I am your accuser, 

Gov. Kellogg—Take your seat, sir, until I am 
through ; then we will bear you. Iam sorry to say 
it, but whois this, my accuser? He has forced the 
fight: let bim take the consequences. This man 
(pointing to Pinchback) I purchased to withdraw from 
the neld as Governor and give hus support to our tick- 
et in 1872. 

At this point Pinchback arose, and approaching Kel- 
logg in a threatening attitude, aid: Tou area liar, 
sir, Come outside of this sacred temple and I will 
make you eat your words or I will kill you.” 

Pinch beck's partisans crowded forward with drawn 
revolvers to the number of forty or fifty, Kellogg, on 
his part, falling back on his police, 

Kellogg, after much confusion, was allowed to 
proceed, making a bitter assault upon Senator 
West and Pinchback. 

Treasurer Dubuclet, a colored man, was called 
upon, and made the following statement : 


On the 24th day of June last Gov, Kellogg sent for 
me at hie office, and said to me, Dubuciet, you must 
not be a candidate for re-election, The people of the 
North have so little faith in the intelligence of a colored 
man that your re-election would destroy confidence in 
my financial measures to restore the credit of the 
State.” I replied to Gov. Kellogg that | was a free- 
born man, educated in France, and from as good 
parentage as himeelf, Every committee appointed by 
every Legislature to investigate my accounts, and ap 
pointed by my request from the Democratic members, 
hae always approved of the same; therefore, I don't 
consider it any business of the North’s who the 
sovereign people elect. But, G ove:nor, I believe you 
lie, The reason you do not want me to be a candidate 
is that I will prevent you and your ring from stealing, 
under your pet scheme, the Funding bill, and this ac- 
counts for your opposition to me, You had better 
settle your own accounts as defaulting Collector at the 
port of Orleans, and then you can talk of honesty and 
competency in management of money affairs; but I am 
now done, and tell you I will expose you H you use 
unfair means to defeat my nomination.” The Gover- 
nor then said, “Leave my room, sir; I will hold no 
further communication with you.” I bowed myself 
out as graciously as I knew how, and have held no 
communication with him since, 

Pinchback finally got the floor and made this 
plain and distinct allegation : 

I tell him (Kellogg), however, I am on the war-patb, 
and, be I admitted as Senator or not, I hold in my 
hands his Gubernatorial crown, for if ever I open my 
mouth, under oath, to Congress and the country, and 
tell them how this Government was set up by the Kel- 
logg, Durell, Packard, and Norton conspiracy, sup 
ported by such men as Carter, Billings, and others, 
who were present during all the arrangements for the 
conspiracy, this King Wiliam, the promiser, in the 
momentous issue of the coming Presidential cam- 
psign, will have to go under, for the Republican party 
can’t survive the moral indignation of this country, if 
ever the true history of this Louisiana usurpation is 
Gov. Kellogg. thus described by the men who 
forcibly instailed him in office in 1872, has, under 
a law of the Legisiature, exclusive power to ap- 
point all the Registrars of Election in the State; 
and, in his speech to this caucus, he declared his 
purpose to appoint no person a Registrar who 
was not a Republican, and, of course, not be- 
longing to his own faction. And this is called 
free government in the United States in 1874!

It is highly improbable that Messrs. Gore and 
Etter are hypocrites, who have accepted nomi- 
nations from a party while they repudiate its 
principles.

Their pomination would prove an em- 
barrassment to the vital issue involved, even 
though they are candidates for offices which can 
exert no direct influence on the question. 

f TAXATION. a 

The supporters of our present barbarous and 
extravagant system of assessing and coliecting 
taxes argue agaipst indirect taxation that it 
makes every man pay in proportion to what he 
consumes, 80 that the rich man does not give the 
Government nearly as large a proportion of Lis 
wealth as the poor man. They quote the case of 
two persons, with respective incomes of $100,- 
000 and $2,000, who spend on their households 
$10,000 and $2,000 each year. The first would 
then pay, if taxation is indirect, about five times 
as much as the other, while his income is fifty 
times as great. So these men say and then 
barangue the people: We are the defenders 
of the poor; vote for the system of taxation 
which gives us fat sinecures.” If we look below 
the surface of this shallow sophistry, we shall 
find that all taxation, direct or indirect, is paid 
by men in proportion to their consump- 
tion. ID this is an objection instead 
of «a favorable argument, it cuts both 
ways and militates equaily against both systems. 
Technically speaking, a man consumes whatever 
he buys. it may be | e steak for his breakfast, 
a picture for his 18 lor, a plot of land. All of 
these are reckoned in his consumption. On all 
of them he pays taxes, under either system of 
assessment. Take the case of direct taxation. 
The price the butcher puts upon his beefsteak is 
made higher than it otherwise would be by the 
fact that the seller has to get sufficient money 
from it to help pay, not only for its prime cost 
and his own labor, painstaking, and skill, but 
for the rent of his shop and his house, for the 
services of his assistants, and for the original 
cost of hin tools. Both the rents are higher on 
account of the taxes on real estate. The wages 
of labor vary, of course, with the price of pro- 
visious, which is increased by taxes on railroads, 
lands, warehouses, and dozens of other things. 
The coat of tools is raised by the taxes on 
land, the duties on raw and manufactured articles, 
the taxes which enter into the cost of labor, 
ete., etc. Thus the price of the beeksteak is in- 
creased by the incidence of taxation in innu- 
merable ways. It is evident, then, that the con- 
sumer pays part of his taxes whenever he buys a 
pound of meat. He is, under the present sys 
tem, taxed directly upon the painting and the 
real eetate, and, in buying them, he pays the 
original cost plus the amount of taxes since paid 
upon them. A similar train of reasoning will 
show that direct taxation increases the cost of 
each and every article represented in the con- 
sumption of every man, rich or poor. Indirect 
taxation acts in precisely the same way. Let us 
suppose that our man gf $100,000 income invests 
the $90,000 over and above his household ex- 
penses in paiatiogs, in the capital stock of a car- 
poration, andin land. In each transaction he 
really pays part of his taxes. Thus in purchas- 
ing painting, although the greater part of the 
price represents the work of the artist and is 
only remotely affected by the taxes the iat- 


ter pays, depending almost entirely upon 
his skill, yet the remainder of the 
cost w the result, in part, of the 


taxes upon materials and labor represented by 
the colors, brushes, and general impedi:menia of 
a studio, and by the frame. The stock bought 
in a corporation sells for a price that depends 
not only upon the capital originally invested in 
it, but upon the taxes which, by affecting the 
price of materials and labor, and the cost or rent 
of the real estate occupied by the corporation, 
have affected the returns to the stockholders, 
‘and so the value of their shares. Finally, when 
this man buys real estate, the price he pays is 
higher on account of ali indirect taxes which 
have raised the price of the labor employed in 
surveying, or draining, or fencing, or building 
upon, or otherwise improving the land, and the 
price of the materials and tools employed in all 
these operations. Whatever use this man makes 
of his surplus income, indirect taxation will find 
him out. 

The objection to this speedy, sure, and eco- 
nomical system of assessing and collecting 
taxes, which is fonnded upon ite supposed 
favoritism to the rich, is, then, groundless. No 
matter bow we tax, directly or indirectiy, each 
citizen will payin proportion to the money he 
spends,—in other words, in proportion to his 
consumption. The question between the two 
systems, then, resolves itself into this: Is it 
better to have direct taxation, with the cum- 
brous and incompetent machinery of assess- 
ment and collection, and the host of petty and 
useless offices which it involves, or indirect tax- 
ation, by which Nature plays tax-gatherer, and 
by which one or two men cao collect all the 
taxes of a city like Chicago, and a dozen all the 
taxes of a State like Illinois?

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RAILROAD NEWS. 
A NEW FEEDER FOR CHICAGO. 

J. K. Graves, President of the Chicago, Du- 
buque & Minnesota; Chicago, Clinton & Du- 
buque, and Iowa Pacific Railroads, has just re- 
turned from a trip to Europe, where he has 
been during the last three months nego- 
tiating a loan for the eompletion of the 
Iowa Pacific Railroad. Mr. Graves has 
been very successful in his negotiations, 
and secured all the money necessary to complete 
the unfinished 138 miles of this road. The road 
is already graded its entire length, and the iron 
will be put on as fast as it arrives. Ten 
thousand tons of iron have been purchased in 
Englaud by Mr. Graves, some of which bas al- 
ready arrived in the city, and the balance is oa 
the way. The lowa Pacific commences at the 
junction of the Chicago, Dubuque 4 Minne- 
sota Railroad, about 30 miles north of Dubuque, 
and runs due west to Fort Dodge, a distance of 
201 miles, passing through one of the richest 
portions of Iowa, and opening a market for the 

roducts of this section. Both the Chicago, 

urlington & Quincy and tue Chicago & 
Northwestern Railroads make direct connections 
with thie road at Clinton, Ia. 

THE INTERNATIONAL-BRIDGE CONTROVERSY. 

An active contest is now going on between the 
Canada Southern and the Great Western Rail- 
roads with reference to the use of the Suxpen- 
sion Bridge over the Niagara.

About four weeks ago e little girl, some 3 
years old, daughter of Mr. Allan, of Cape 
formivtine, wandered to ber father's saw-mill. 
After a short time the father missed ber, but 
thought ah had returned home. It .occurred to 
him to look down into the mill-wheel, when he 
notised what he considered a piece of stick pro- 
trnding out of one of the vents. The wheel is 
what is termed a Parker’ wheel, and had at the 
time a strong head of water on. The mill was 
stopped, and Mr. Allan proceeded to the wheel. 
To bis horror, what he thought was a Stick was 
his lit le daughter's leg. much discolored, black 
aud biue. The agony of the parent was intense 
at the discovery. The sight, he save, will never 
be erased from his memory; and this, with the 
fact that through the dreadful stillness of the 
gurgling and black waters, aud the excitement of 

ope, the child was heard to moan, added to his 
emotion. Measures were taken to relieve what 
was certainly thought to be a bfeless child. An 
aperture was made by the removal of a stave 
from off the wheel, when the little girl was taken 
out, terribly bruised about the body and lower 
extremities.

Though the Luther 
play was given with considerable success, it can- 
not be compared with the wonderful religious 
dramatic representation of the ** Passion of Our 
Lord, as given every ten years in the Valley of 
the Ammer. The Sonnebergers lack that de- 
votional spirit which so characterizes the people 
of Ammergau; and then, again, the subject 
chosen is as entirely different as the mannet of 
representation. The Sonnebergers had to go 
even this time to Coburg for the delmeator of 
Martin Luther—found in the person of a cer- 
tain theatre cashier, Albrecht. The Ammer- 
gauers will not permit a stranger to take part in 
their play.

BUSINESS PROSPECTS. 


Opening of the Fall Trade in New 
York—Sate but Moderate Sales Ex- 
pected. 
From the New York Times, Aug, 24. 

The latgé mercantile houses in this city are 
ready for the fall trade, but as yet only the ad- 
vance guard of buyers have put in their appear- 
ance. 

The principal representation is from the 
Western merchants. The buyeis from the South 
are yet in a small minority. In domestic dry 
goods the business has been quiet, the buyers 
from the West exhibiting a conservative course, 
refusing to purchase even the best assortments 
of goods, sxcept enough to keep up their stocks. 
The market for foreign diy goods has taken the 


same tone. Some of the largest houses 
at the West and South ave made 
large pufchases, with the intention of 


forcing trade in their immediate sections, 
but as & general thing thére seems to be no dis- 
position to purchase large stocks at present. In 
this city there is considerable competition man- 
ifested amoug jobbers to secure novelties to at- 
tract the out-of-town trade, but except in ribbons 
and millinery goods, colored silks, and the bet- 
ter Classes of worsted and wool dress-goods, the 
demand bas not been very active. In fact, busi- 
ness iv these lives bas not been equal in amount 
to the sales of last vear. Tlus is largely due to 
the facts that the crops have not yet been sold, 
and that the season has not yet so far advanced 
as to make safe markets. Very little wheat or 
corn has come forward yet, and transactions are 
coufined principally to lots iu store, The dry- 
1 men exhibit no want of faith in a good 

all trade, but think buyers will be more careful 
in their selections than heretofore, and compen-

‘‘Tnere is quite a long list of smaller jobbers 
and retailers from the South and West on our 
hotel registers, who are making fair lines of pur- 
chases of dry goods, clothing, bouts and shoes. 
aud general supplies. Some of the oldest and 
shrewdest of our merchants say that the proa- 
pect is remarkably favorable for a large business 
during the months of September and October, 
aod that one of the most agreeable sigus of the 
times is that it will find the suppiv far inade- 
quate to meet the demand coudition of things 
that bas long been earnestly desired. And au- 
other hopeful sign appears in the fact that there 
will be little inclination to overdo or extend 
either in produces or credits. The lessons oi the 
last year have been too dear!v earned to be easily 
forgotten or disregarded. While not arrogating 
to ourselves the — knowledge of a prophet 
or the previsions of aseer, we have no hesitation 
in predicting a better business for the immediate 
future than has been siuce che War.” 


THE STORY OF (ANDACE BLIVEN, 


A Country Girl Whe Married in Secret 
aad Fell Heir te Two Miilions of Doi- 
jlars—Tweaty Years of Weary Wait-

In 1855 a gentieman of high birth and great 
wealth in Euglaud came to this country to travel 
for pieasuie and to study the scenery aod peo- 
ple of the the New Werid. A lover of bature in 
its most varied an1 picturesque character, he 
spevt some time in Central New York, going 
About among our beautiful lakes and tarrying 
upon their bighly-cultivated shores. In these 
rambles he came to the quiet village of 
Dundse, where he made a home for some 
time with a Baptist clergyman named Currier. 
While there he fell into companionship with the 
daughter of a well-to-do gentloman by the name 
of Bliven. The girl was at that time 16 years of 
age, bandsome, engaging, and sensidle. The 
acquaintance soon ripeoed into 4 sort of romaa- 
tic fmendsaip, and at last the foreigner, whom 
we may as well designate by his proper name 
and tule—Sir John Gordon Talmadge—offered 
his band to Candace, which was accepted, 
The direct narrative is to the effect 
that the two were united by the Rev. Mr. 
Currier, who was pledged to secrecy coucerning 
the marriage for the term of one vear. The 
parents of Candace were not ioformed of the 
action of their daughter. nor did the knowledge 
of the sec:et marriage come to any of the 
villagers: Soon after the weddiog, Bir John 
left his young bride and returned to his home 
across the water, having promised to record the 
marrage in due form as soou as he sbonid 
arrive, and having additionally promised that he 
would return withip the year and lake his wife 
to Englaud. 

The year went past, and Sir John did not come. 
Meantime, the Rev. Mr. Currier, the only person 
in America besides the voung wife who knew of 
the transaction, died, and -his secret died with 
him. Another year passed, and five, then ten, 
almost twenty, and still the waited-for busband 
did not return to make good his promises, nor 
did any tidings, we uuderstand, reach the ears of 
Candace concerning him, At last, in March last. 
we believe, through the instramentality of a per- 
sonal advertisement in one of the New York 
papers, the long silence was broken, and tidings 
for which the Dundee bride, now grown to al- 
moet middle age, had so long waited, wore re- 
ceived. 

It appears that the return of Sir John to 
England without his American wife was for the 
pares of ar anging matters satisfactorily with 

ia parents, who he knew would be indisposed 

to receive his bride if she were taken to them 
without prior knowledge of their son's step. 
Shortly after his return home it bhapf eued that 
while out riding with his mother one day his 
horses took fright, rap away, threw the two out, 
killing his motner, and very seriously injuring Sir 
John. From this afflictiou, however, he recover- 
ed partially, and in due time set out for America 
to reciaim his wife. As if adverse fate directed 
his every movement, when he reached Liver- 
pool he was taken severely ill, and for a long 
time he lay vacillating, as it were, between life 
and death. Though recovering, his illness had 
so preyed on him that he became demented, in 
which condition he lived all these years, unable 
to make known the object for which he was 
journeying when sickness overtook him. In 
the latter part of last winter sanity strangely 
returned to the afflicted man, but only 
for a short interval before death relieved him 
of that life which had been a burden. During 
this lucid interval recollection of his earlier life 
came back to him, and the secret wife in Dundee 
was uppermost in his thoughts. He made 
known to his brother, now Sir Alfred Talmadge, 
the true story of his marriage in this country, 
willed his immense fortune of #4,000,000, halt to 
the brother and a sister, and the other half to 
bis wife in case she might be found alive. He 
further pledged his brother to send a special 
messenger to America for the purpose of hunt- 
ing up his wife. 
n pursuance of these pledges, s messenger 
was, as early as possible after the demise of Sir 
John, dispatched to this country with instruo- 
tions to find the bride by advertisement or by 
personal search. The advertising was done as 
we have seen, but the messenger, following the 
directions given by the husband before Seath. 
came from New York to Dundee soon after land- 
ing. At the latter place he found the pareuts of 
the lady, who directed him to Elmira, where she 
was then visiting. This was in the latter 
part of May last. On arriving in this city 
the messenger inquired for the residence of 
Charles Rowland, brother-in-law of the lady 
whom be sought. He repaired to that gentle- 
man’s residence, No. 457 East Water street, 
where he found the long-waiting and long- 
sought bride of twenty yearsago. The lady hap- 
pened to be alone at the time the messenger 
called, The commingling of astonishment, pleas- 
ure, and sorrow which contended for mastery at

Soon after this denonement, Mrs. Talmadge 

went to Washington, where she is now living 

with another sister. Mrs. Rowland was at first 
relnctant to say much about the affair, but she 
finally talked freely and interestingly concerning 
her sister's romance. She stated that the mes- 
senger from Engiand left with her sister a con- 
siderable package, also letters and documents 
from her late husband. She said Candace 
talked little about the strange events, and it was 
probable she had gone to Washington for the pur- 
of avoiding impertinent inquiries. hire. 
‘almadge had expressed herself entirely satis- 
fied with the results of une strange messenger's 
visit, but whether or not the documents con- 
tained a conveyauce of the half of Sir Johu's 
estate, as it has been said he left it, Mrs. Row- 
land was not prepared to say. Candace has re- 
ceived a large number of communications from 
lawyers offering assistance in securing the 
fortune abroad, but she has uniformly declined 
all such offers, saying that she has no need 
of legal aid in the premises.

ifred Talmadge, with whom she will go to 
England to possess ber vast estate.

It is understood the 
surviving brother has instituted a search for this 
sister, Should she be found, it is likely a re- 
union of the family, including our Dundee girl, 
will be had.
